WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— -The Senate, 
limp from two days of cliffhanger votes 
over the $80 billion defense budget, 
tackled the chemical-biological warfare 
controversy today. CBW opponents were 
worried weekend absenteeism might sap 
their strength. 
Democratic Sens. William Proxmire 
and Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin, Thom­ 
as J. 
McIntyre New Hampshire, and 
other sponsors of anti-CBW amendments 
attempted to work out a single proposal 
aimed at banning open air testing of lethal 
germ and gas weapons. 
The Senate Armed Services Committ­ 
ee already has cut out funds for deploy­ 
ment of CBW weapons from the pending 
$20 billion defense procurement bill. 
But many senators want to go further 
to stop open air testing, which some 
consider dangerous to people and anim­ 
als 
Proxmire, who has emerged as the un­ 
official floor leader for about two dozen 
amendments to the procurement bill, 
said there was 
a “ good chance” the 
anti-CBW amendment would pass. 
But he said Senate attendance-which 
has not dropped below 90 since Wednes­ 
day’s showdown over the Safeguard anti- 
ballistic missile system-might begin fall­ 
ing off, making the outcome even more 


uncertain if the CBW amendment comes 
to a vote this afternoon. 
Also up for consideration today was 
an amendment by Sen. Thomas F Eagle- 
ton, D-Mo., to halt further funding of 
the so-called Main Battle Tank, pending 
a review of the project by the General 
Accounting Office, which reports to Con­ 
gress on federal spending. 


In a prepared Senate speech, Eagleton 
said research and development costs on 
the tank had increased 528 per cent 
since its inception in 1963, and that 
the start of production had slipped from 
this year to 1974 or 1975. 
After Wednesday’s 50 to 50 rejection 
of a proposal to scuttle the ABM, the 
anti-ABM bloc staged a comeback Thurs­ 
day. By a vote margin, they rammed 
through an amendment by Sen. Richard 
S Schweiker, R-Pa., to establish strict 
congressional watchdog controls over 
Pentagon contracts. 


It took Schweiker three roll calls to 
do it, and at the end he had floor man­ 
agers for the procurement bill despera­ 
tely searching the cloakrooms for votes. 
The first vote was on a motion to table 
Schweiker’s amendment. The motion was 
defeated 51 - 44. The amendment then 
passed 47 to 46.

Councilman, committee aim 
for license enforcement 


(EDITOR’S NOTE - The second of 
three parts dealing with Lompoc’s Busi­ 
ness License Ordinance and proposed 
changes that will equalize fees and pos­ 
sibly bring in more revenue for the 
city.)

Animation filled 
Brooks 
Speight’s 
voice as he leaned forward in the chair 
and described what his Business Li­ 
cense Enforcement Committee was striv­ 
ing to do for Lompoc. 
“ We have to make the law fair for 
everyone, including the out-of-town busi­ 
nessman,” Speight, a city councilman, 
said. “ We have to give Lompoc the re[> 
utation of strictly enforcing business 
license requirements, as well as make 
the license fee commensurate with the 
job being done.” 
Speight is the chairman of the Busi­ 
ness License 
Enforcement Committee 
formed three weeks ago at his request 
and with the approval of council. 
Members of the Committee include 
James Longtin, 
city attorney, Wilma 
Thomas, city clerk, Lt. Mel Ramos 
of the police department, Art Wilke, 
chief building inspector for the city, 
and Richard Clark of the city finance 
department. 
Primary among their goals is to es­ 
tablish a business license ordinance 
which would require everyone that should 
pay for a license to do so. 
“ We require local people to have, a 
license every year. Why should out-of- 
town businesses be able to do business 
here and not have a license? 
Many 
Santa Maria merchants are in direct 
competition with Lompoc merchants, 
yet they don’t pay a license fee,” Speight 
said. 
“ Licenses must also be prorated,” 
Speight said. “ For instance, if a carpet- 
layer is in town for one job, he shouldn’t 
have to pay the business license fee. 
If a contractor has a two day job in Lom­ 
poc, should he have to pay the full $100 
contractors fee, or should he pay an 


amount commensurate with the job be­ 
ing done? 
These are the questions we 
have to resolve through our committee.” 
As for enforcement, 
Speight sug­ 
gests a special warning citation which 
could be issued to each offender the first 
time he is caught operating in Lompoc 
without a license. The next time he is ap­ 
prehended, 
a 
more 
serious citation 
should be issued, with court action to fol­ 
low. 
“ The best 
method of enforcement 
would be a public educated in the desir­ 
ability of employing persons with a 
business license. 
If each person asked 
the business they were doing business 
with for a valid license, and report­ 
ed those businesses not having one, li­ 
cense enforcement would be much eas­ 
ier and more fair,” Speight said. 
Speight also pointed out that some 
businesses work by the hour and, there­ 
fore, avoid needing a license. However, 
these businessmen, by not having a busi­ 
ness license, do not have Workmen’s 
Compensation Insurance, nor social se­ 
curity, and an individual, as their em­ 
ployer, would be legally liable for their 
safety. If one of them is hurt while 
doing work for someone, the employer 
is placed in a liability position normal­ 
ly covered by Workmen’s Compensation 
Insurance. If they are paid more than 
$50 for work performed, the employer 
must pay all social security and other 
costs. It is in this area it is desirable 
for the public to be educated, according 
to Speight. 
Another proposal which would en­ 
hance enforcement would 
be the re­ 
quirement that all local and out-of-town 
contractors, or other 
businesses re- 
quiring the use of mobile units, have 
business license 
decals attached to 
those vehicles. The same 
could apply 
to vending machines located throughout 
the city. Decals attached in this man­ 
ner would be a clear indication that the 
businessman did possess a license. Ve­ 
hicles or vending machines not 
show­ 
ing a decal would be subject to cita­ 
tion.

The city of Lompoc has received the 
consent of the Secretary of Army to 
annex the Federal Correctional Institu­ 
tion, City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
revealed today. 
Wahlers said he has received a tele­ 
gram from Congressman Charles 
M. 
Teague confirming the fact that the Army 
is in agreement with annexation plans 
of the 4.78 square mile federal site. 
Such an annexation would double the 
physical size of the city, increase the 
population by 1,450, including inmates, 
and bring in an additional $20,000 annual­ 
ly in revenue. 
City Planner Clinton Sherrod said 
this morning that only the consent of 
the Santa Barbara County Local Agency 
Formation Commission remained, but 
with 100 per cent consent between the 
Army and the city there should be 
little trouble in accomplishing the an­ 
nexation. 
Sherrod indicated it is possible the 
annexation could take place within 60 
days 
He said the present city limits touches 
the FCI site at the northwest corner 
of the city and at the north central 
point extending along Route 1. The San­ 
ta Barbara County airport lies between 
the two points along the FCI boundary. 
A recent proposal to annex the air­ 
port was defeated by the County Air­ 
port Committee. 
Sherrod said the 340 prison employ­ 
es and dependents living on the FCI 
grounds and the approximately 1,100 in­ 
mates will provide a per capita basis 
for an increase in revenue from motor 
vehicle license fees, gas tax funds and 
franchise taxes. 
At about 
$15 per person this will 
amount to between $20,000 and $25 000 
per year added revenue for the city. 
The annexation would enable FCI em­ 
ployes to take part in municipal affairs, 
otherwise there are no other district 
benefits to the correctional institution 
being part of the city. 
Wahlers said the only stipulation by 
the Sixth Army Headquarters, owners 
of the FCI property, is that the city 
patrol Pine Canyon Road 
There is speculation that the annex­ 
ation of the correctional institution could 
lead to successful annexation proposals 
of the airport and the residential area 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
An annexation of VAFB would increase 
the city’s population by nearly 14,000 
and provide an estimated $210,000 a 
year more for Lompoc.

New evidence Tax reform bill faces more 
revealed in 
girl's murder 
debate and change in Senate

The young girl whose mutilated body 
was found dumped along a lonely road 
south of Lompoc last Sunday, may have 
been the victim of an execution-type slay­ 
ing 
Sheriff’s investigators 
revealed 
today. 
Sheriff’s Inspector Peter J Zanella 
told the Record for the first time today 
that the girl’s hands were bound at 
the wrist with a thin piece of white 
plastic wire at the time sht was found. 
He said the wire was loosely tied to 
permit a six-inch space between the 
wrists. 
Crime 
lab technicians 
are 
analyzing the wire, Zanella said. 
Efforts to identify the body have fail­ 
ed thus far. Zanella said a fingerprint 
chart taken from the victim, and other 
physical evidence found on the body and 
at the scene of the gruesome discovery 
are being analyzed at the FBI crime 
lab 
Local officials accepted the offer of 
aid from the FBI in order to develop a 
nationwide investigation 
Zanella also revealed another hitherto 
unknown fact: A wooden box, measuring 
about 
a foot high, 18 inches wide, about 
two feet long, and smudged with blood 
was 
found six feet away 
from the 
crumpled fully clothed body and on high 
ground immediately above it. Zanella 
said the box was filled with dirt and 
would have weighed a couple of hundred 
pounds. Crime lab technicians are an­ 
alyzing the evidence, but Zanella said 
the box has yet to be linked to the crime. 
Today, the Sheriff's Lompoc Villey 
Search and Rescue squad under the 
command of Sheriff’s Detective Robert 
W Kelley began a foot by foot search of 
the rugged, brush choked ravine where 
the body was found, members of the 
squad carried metal detectors in hopes 
of finding the weapon used In the slay­ 
ing. 
It was Kelly, accompanied by a friend 
who found the body last Sunday while on 
a routine investigation. The body had 
been dumped down the side of a ravine, 
coming to rest head down about eight 
feet down the slope. Officials theorized 
at the time that the girl had been slain 
elsewhere and then transported to her 
lonely grave on a spur of road.

The Senate Finance Committee, which 
will conduct tax reform hearings, us 
Tear gas used on 


inmates at FCI 
Tear gas was employed today by Fed­ 
eral Correctional 
Institution officers 
to break-up a “ sit-down” of approxi­ 
mately 150 recalcitrant inmates, War­ 
den Joseph Bogan announced late this 
morning. 
Warden Bogan stated that early this 
morning indications were that the in­ 
mates would return to the industrial 
section of the prison to resume work 
after a two-day “ strike.” 
However, 
once in the industrial section, the in­ 
mates refused to work. Warden Bo­ 
gan then ordered them back to their cells. 
The inmates then moved in front of 
the mess hail where they sat down and 
refused to move. An hour of discussion 
on the part of officials did not change 
the situation and the tear gas was or­ 
dered. 
The inmates are claiming they have 
not been paid for their work in the in- 
dustrial section for the month of July. 
Warden Bogan explained that the men 
are paid once a month but there were 
five weeks in July which caused a rou­ 
tine delay in payment. 
The warden said that as of late this 
morning there were no injuries. 
“ We just moved them,” he said.

aires from escaping taxation. These were 
among 37 major areas of change. 


In the tax relief section, virtually ail 
taxpayers earning 14) to $100,000 would 
get relief through lower rates and other 
allowances which would result in a mini­ 
mum 5 per cent reduction by 1972. 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, aA rk , man- 
ager of the bill as chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, said, 
“ this is the day that I have looked for­ 
ward to for a long, long tim e.” 
Mills said the volume of maildeman<JU 
ing rax reform has been overwhelming, 
“Taxpayers are interested in Improv­ 
ing the tax system because they have rea­ 
son to believe that there are those 
who are not carrying their fair share of 
the tax burden based upon ability to pay ” 
he said.

54 slipout completed 


The plans for reconstructing 
the major 
slip-out on State 
Route 154 northerly of San Mar­ 
cos Pass have been completed 
according to the District 5 of­ 
fice of the State Division of 
Highways. 
These detailed construction 
drawings will go to Sacramento 
for headquarters approval with­ 
in two weeks for final checking 
and preparation of bids for ad­ 
vertising. A bid opening in Nov­ 
ember 
is expected. The con­ 
tractor will be allowed 55 work­ 
ing days to complete the re­ 
construction which means that 
traffic should be off the pres­ 
ent detour and back on the main 
road next spring. 
The contract, one of nearly 
a score of storm-damage jobs 
in District 5 to be repaired 
by 
private concerns 
bidding 
competitively, will cost near­ 
ly ¿00,000 and involves more 
than 130,000 cubic yards 
of 
roadway excavation. 
Unlike a simple slide, which 
is often self-limiting, a slip­ 
out such as this may have re­ 
latively complex causes re­ 
lated to the specific geology 
and hydrology peculiar to the 
site. Experience has shown that 
it is not enough simply to dump 
in several thousand cubic yards 
of road metal, pave it with as­ 
phalt, cross one’s fingers and 


turn traffic loose over the patch. 
Odds are that the first heavy 
rain would see the whole thing 
down the mountain again. 
In this particular case, four ex­ 
planatory borings and two aug­ 
er borings were made into the 
slip-out area in March and Ap­ 
ril to determine soil and mois- 
‘ture conditions in the founda­ 
tion material. Not surprisingly 
the plane of failure was found 
to coincide with the subterran­ 
ean water table.However, mat­ 
erial of the quality necessary 
to “ key in” the repair work 
was encountered from 40 to 
50 feet below the slip-out de­ 
bris or nearly 100 feet below 
the pavement grade. 
The correction will consist 
of digging down to this layer 
of hard gray shale, cutting long­ 
itudinal and transverse trench­ 
es into it to a depth of 10 feet 
to act as a “ key” , and placing 
a 3-foot permeable blanket in 
the trench bottoms, along the 
trench sides, and uphill from 
the longitudal trench. This mat­ 
erial, 
consisting of crushed 
rock, will allow water to pass 
through it to perforated metal 
pipes which will carry it safely 
beyond the new slopes. These 
new slopes, incidentally will 
be flatter than the original ones 
and will further stabilize the re­ 
paired section.

The Air Force Western Test 
Range (AFWTR) has exceeded 
its dollar goal in the Air Force 
Cost Reduction Program for 
the fifth consecutive year and 
lias also repeated in winning 
the Air Force Systems Com­ 
mand’s (AFSC) best CRP by a 
base or comparable activity. 
AFWTR saved the Air Force 
more than ten million dollars 
in fiscal year 1969, thus achiev­ 
ing 648 per cent of its as­ 
signed goal. 
This not only represents an 
outstanding 12.7 per cent of its 
budget, but is the highest goal 
achievement percentage in the 
command. 
Maj. Gen Clifford J Kron- 
auer, commander AFWTR, stat­ 
ed he was particularly pleas­ 
ed with the acceleration of the 
“ savings climate” in virtually 
all of the functional area sub- 
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goals contributing to the over­ 
all targets. 
The Directorate of Range En­

Major issues solved

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
Legislature raced toward ad­ 
journment 
of 
an 
unusually 
bitter, seven-month-long session 
today after reluctantly resolv­ 
ing its two major issues—taxes 
and schools. 
Legislators, after putting in a 
15-hour day Thursday, hoped to 
pack up and go home tonight. 
Both houses passed and sent 
to Gov. Ronald Reagan Thurs­ 
day afternoon a $134 million 
school aid bill many legislators 
complained didn’t provide erv 
ough funds for ghetto schools. 
“ I don’t think this bill is 
anything we can point to with a 
great deal of pride,” conceded 
one 
of the co-authors, Sen. 
Stephen P. Teale, D-Rail Road 
Flat. 
The Assembly also approved 
Reagan’s proposed $87 million 
income 
tax 
rebate, 
despite 
Democratic Leader Jess Urv 
ruh’s contention it represented 
nothing more than an election- 
year gimmick. Amendments to 
the 
bill, 
by 
Sen. 
George 
Deukmejian, 
R-Long 
Beach, 
still had to be concurred in by 
the Senate. 
“ This is a phony hoax on the 
people,” objected Unruh, who 
plans to run against Reagan 
next year. 
Disposal of the two controver­ 
sial issues cleared the decks for 
a midnight adjournment. The 
Legislature, 
however, 
could 
literally ‘stop the clock” and 
continue to meet through this 
weekend. 
About 200 
measures 
still 
remain on the legislative files. 
But whatever happens, the 
final windup is not expected to 


be as bitter as last year's when 
the Senate and Assembly could 
not agree on adjournment and 
were abruptly sent home, over 
Unruh’s angry objections, by 
Senate 
President 
Pro Tern 
Hugh Burns, the acting gover­ 
nor. 
Most of this session’s bitter­ 
ness took place earlier-during 
the 
Senate’s 
“ young turk” 
purge of the “ Old Guard” and 
between Reagan and Unruh-led 
Democrats. 
The political sparring conti­ 
nued to the very end. 
Unruh charged that Reagan’s 
tax rebate bill “ has more bait 
in it than rebate.” 
“ I should insist,” Unruh said, 
“ that 
this 
be 
filed under 
expenses for the 1970 Guberna­ 
torial campaign... 
“ If this suffices to re-elect 
this administration next year, it 
sets 
the 
stage 
for 
every 
incoming 
administration 
to 
raise taxes its first year and 
give them back in an election 
year, saying, ’we’ve been very 
frugal with your funds.” 
The bill passed 47-22. 
Under the legislation, Califor­ 
nians would reduce their state 
income tax next April by 10per 
cent, up to a limit of $100 for 
single persons and $200 for 
married couples.

average taxpayer who 
earned $10,486 would receive a 
reduction of 
$8. 
A person 
earning $17,006 would get $29. A 
citizen on a $44,437 salary 
would be helped by $189.

The Assembly Thursday gave 
final legislative passage to the 
measure by Sen. Anthony C. 
Beilenson on a 70-3 vote. The 
Senate earlier approved it 27-7. 
Reagan 
has 
indicated 
he 
favors the concept. If he signs 
it California will become the 
first state to levy a tax on 
receipts from church enterpri­ 
ses with no religious connec­ 
tion. 
Beilenson, D-Beverly Hills, 
says 
it 
is 
impossible 
to 
estimate how much the tax will 
raise in new revenue. 
But Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley, 
lower 
house 
floor 
manager for it, estimated the 
initial 
amount 
at 
about $2 
million a year. 
“ Nobody knows because no­ 
body 
knows 
what 
churches 
own,” said Beilenson. 
Bagley told colleagues the 


measure 
would 
act 
as 
an 
equalizer between churches and 
their competition in a business. 
“ Taxes shouldn’t hurt compe­ 
titive business,” he said. “ This 
bill obviously creates equity 
where inequity exists.” 
Beilenson agreed. He told a 
newsman 
that 
the 
measure 
would also tighten state tax 
laws. 
“ If a church wants to go into 
business, that business should 
pay taxes just like any other 
business,” he said. “ A church- 
owned business, not subject to 
the same taxes, has a major 
competitive advantage over its 
commercial rivals.” 
A chief opponent was Assem­ 
bly Democratic leader Jess 
Unruh, 
who 
said 
churches 
should be permitted to keep 
their exemption to help finance 
parochial schools. He said it 
would “ provide help for those 
in our society who run their 
own schools.” 
Reagan says he generally 
approves of the concept to 
remove 
a tax shelter from 
businesses that gain an econom­ 
ic advantage from them. 


said the taxpayers were over­ 
charged. 
“ It would be irresponsible to 
spend this money for additional 
state programs,” said the bill’s 
Assembly sponsor, William M. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael.

morning of indecision, passed 
the school aid bill 59-15. All the 
no votes were Democrats.

WASHINGTON (UPI'»— Manu­ 
facturers are reducing cigar­ 
ette tar and nicotine contents, 
new statistics showed today. 
But most smokers are still 
puffing brands relatively high 
in tar and nicotine delivery. 
Of the 10 top selling brands 
last year, only one, Kent, was 
among the 10 brands lowest in 
tar. None of the 10 top sellers 
made the list of 10 brands 
lowest in nicotine. 
Marvels, lowest in tar and 
nicotine, ranked 32nd in sales. 
Winston, tops in sales, ranked 
60th in tar “ purity” and 54th in 
low nicotine content. 
The tar and nicotine figures 
were released Thursday by the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
(FTC\ reporting on its third 
mechanical 
brand - by - brand 
test. Since Us previous test in 
February, the FTC said, 51 of 
118 brands reduced tar content 
significantly and 19 reduced 
nicotine content. 
Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
hailed the results. Moss, who 
led 
a 
Senate 
drive 
that 
prompted the cigarette Industry 
to promise it would stop all 
radio and television advertising 
next 
year, 
noted 
tar 
and 
nicotine reductions 
were re­ 
ported 
for several 
leading 
brands, including Kent, Lark, 
Lucky Strike, Marlboro, New- 
port. Old Gold, Pall Mall and 
Tareyton. 


‘‘There is no douW we are 
making progress in efforts to 
reduce the hazards of smok­ 
ing,” Moss said. “ Of course, 
the only foolproof safeguard 
against smoking-caused disease 
is quitting. We have evidence 
that we have turned the corner 
in the consumption of cigarettes 
and that the trend Is down­ 
ward.” 
Moss called for “ increased 
research and completion for the 
sale of progressively lower tar 
and nicotine bearing cigarettes 
to benefit those smokers who 
cannot stop.” 


The brands listed as lowest In 
tar by the ftc were Marvels, 
Carlton.

244 Communists killed 
in Vietnam battle zone

SAIGON (UPI) - American 
troops killed 244 Communist 
soldiers in scattered fighting 
Including three battles near the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) that 
involved a Marine attack on a 
Communist force near a 500- 
foot promontory known as The 
Rockplle, military spokesmen 
said today. 
The fighting resulted in 12 
Americans killed and 43 wound­ 
ed.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)-Bill 
Rigney said it right out, plain 
and simple. 
He doesn’t know if he’d like 
to manage in the majors again. 
If you know Bill Rigney, you 
believe him, because he’s never 
deliberately put anyone on in 
his life. 
Rigney sat in the glare of 
television cameras in a plush 
office of a San Francisco radio 
station

and

“ I really don’t know if I want 
to manage again,” he said. 
“ Don’t forget, I know all the 
pluses 
and 
the 
minuses of 
managing. What I really want 
to find out now is if I can be a 
broadcaster.” 
Still, the interviewerspersisU 


ed, not happy with that answer. 
Now they phrased their ques­ 
tions differently, but Rigney is 
no dummy. He smiled and tried 
again. 
“ Let me put it this way,” he 
said. 
“ I 
haven’t completely 
resolved it in my mind yet 
about putting 
on a uniform 
again. 


“ I don’t say I wouldn’t if 
someone made me an offer. 
Then again, I don’t say I would, 
either. First, I want to see if I 
can be an announcer, and if I 
can, whether or not I’d like to 
keep on doing it. 
“ That certainly would play a 
big part in any decision I’d 
have to make, but aren’t we 
putting 
the 
cart before the 
horse? 
No one has offered 
me 
a 
job 
recently, 
except 
Charlie Finley and this radio 
station.” 
Finley, owner of the cross- 
bay Oakland A’s offered Rigney 
the job of “ color man” on the 
A’s 
broadcasting team 
but 
Rigney turned him down. 
“ At the time I didn’t have 
this offer (to do the Giants 


broadcasts),” said Rigney, “ so 
one had nothing to do with the 
other.” 
Rigney, 
even 
though 
he 
moved over to the American 
League 
with 
the California 
Angels as their only manager 
until he was fired two months 
ago, is a National Leaguer at 
heart. 
“ Isn’t this some kind of a 
race in the West,” he asked. 
“ I’ll tell you this, when Bert 
West 
(manager 
of 
station 
KSFO) made me this offer I 
jumped. 
Sitting 
around 
the 
house was starting to get to 
me. Now I’ll feel like I’m back 
in the mainstream of things 
again.” 
Rigney, who celebrated his 
51st 
birthday 
last January, 
broke into the majors with the 
Giants, while they were based 
in New York, and never played 
for another club. He served as 
a minor league manager for the 
Giants 
for 
two 
years 
at 
Minneapolis and when owner 
Horace 
Stoneham 
fired Leo 
Durocher after the 1955 season, 
Rig became skipper. 
He had the Giants humming 


along in second place, only four 
games off the pace in June 1960 
when Stoneham suddenly dis- 
missed him. The following year 
Rigney landed on his feet as 
manager of the Angels and won 
Manager of the Year honors in 
1962 for steering the expansion 
club to a third place finish in a 
KMeam league. 


Unfortunately, he never was 
able to match that season again 
and when the club slipped into 
a nine game losing streak in 
May, owner Gene Autry fired 
him. He still has another year 
to go on a $50,000 a year 
contract, which the Angels, of 
course, will honor.

Davis and if you haven't been 
spending all your time trying to 
decide whether we really need 
the ABM system or not then 
you know Lennie Wilkens is 
having himself a great year 
and Tommy Davis and awful 
one. 
There aren’t too many things 
that excite Tommy Davis or 
make him jump for joy these 
days. That’s perfectly under­ 
standable. When a .300 lifetime 
hitter is wallowing along at .243 
like 
the Seattle Pilots’ left 
fielder is doing now there isn’t 
much occasion for him to be 
happy. 
But 
Tommy 
Davis lit up 
brighter than all the lights on 
Times Square when he heard 
his old boyhood buddy. Lennie 
Wilkens,

of the

day. 
Davis let out a loud whoop 
and a holler. It was as if 
somebody had just informed 
him he was winner of the first 
prize in the Grand Sweepstakes. 
Even better, the way Davis 
carried on. 


“You can’t believe how good 
I feel,” he exclaimed, bubbling 
over. “ Lennie and I grew up 
together in the Bedford-Stuyve- 
sant section (of Brooklyn). I 
remember 
when he 
started 
playing basketball. He played in 
a league with fellas who out­ 
weighed him 40-50 pounds. I’m 
not 
too 
much 
of an 
idol 
worshipper but seeing him play 
basketball as a kid 1 became a 
whole-hearted 
fan of Lennie 
Wilkens. I love him! I love the 
guy. I really do and to see him 
become 
a 
coach, man, you 
don’t know how that makes me 
feel. I’m so proud, I almost feel 
part of him.” 
Wilkens becomes the third 
black man ever to be named 
coach of a big league basketball 
team 
(Bill 
Russell 
of the 
Boston Celtics and John McLen­ 
don of the Denver Rockets were 
the other two), but that isn’t 
what necessarily produces the 
strong bond between him and 
Davis. 
If 
not for Tommy Davis, 
there is a good chance Lennie 
Wilkens wouldn’t be the Seattle 
basketball coach today: if not 
for Davis, there is a good 
chance Wilkens wouldn't even 
be in professional basketball. 
Both went out for the Boys’ 
High School basketball team in 
Brooklyn about 15 years ago. 
Mickey 
Fisher 
coached 
the 
team at the time. Fisher is one 
of the more celebrated high 
school coaches of his era. He 
was good and he sent such play­ 
ers as Connie Hawkins and Si-

bad marksmen 
and 
lousy lovers. Japanese mem­ 
bers of the Axis were embodied 
in the person of Key Luke who 
died for the Nippon Imperial 
Army with the same regularity 
as the two Germans. 
Dantine, his hair tinged with 
gray, laughs about his days as 
a Nazi villain. He is a native of 
Austria 
and 
has 
been

American citizen for 30 years. 
“ Now I am playing Russian 
heavies,” he said. “ I’m at it 
again.” 
His first Russian villain was 
in “ War and Peace.” Dantine 
will he seen again as a Soviet 
bad guy in an episode of next

As everyone knows, the U.S. farmer is the most productive 
on earth. One farmer now produces enough to feed 45 persons 
as compared with 15 in 1948. 
The American farmer has in­ 
creased his productiveness through the use of new techniques, 
hybridization of plants and animals and other advances that are 
products of agricultural research. 
Logically, 
people wonder why, if output per farmer has 
increased 
so 
dramatically, 
food prices are so high. 
The truth is, as Mr. Charles B. Shuman, president of the Amer­ 
ican Farm Bureau Federation, points out that the U.S. farmer, 
to achieve his efficiency, 
. . has had to increase his pur­ 


chased inputs such as fertilizers, 
chemicals, 
machinery, 
and other equipment. These inputs make up more than half of 
the total resources that are used in farming and explain why 
farmers are so hard hit by spiraling inflation. . . . ” 
Food costs as a percentage of our disposable income have 
declined from 23 per cent in 1951 to 17 per cent in 1968. If 
anything, the farmer deserves a higher reward for his efforts 
than he has been receiving. Individually, his productivity has 
been rising in relation to his earnings, while of late, the pro­ 
ductivity relative to wages of those in many other lines of ac­ 
tivity has been declining. 


Consumer speaks 


There has been a great deal of posturing and pontificating 
about the poor, addled consumer and his need for wise coun­ 
selors to guide him through the jungles of the neighborhood 
mom and pop market. Most of this is pretentious poppycock, 
of Course, for it denigrates that toughest, smartest judge of 
product marketing — the American housewife. She’s well aware 
of her rights, and perfectly capable of speaking up for them. 
That she is doing so, effectively, is evidenced by the fact 
that during the past five years 20 pieces of consumer legisla­ 
tion were passed by Congress. Currently there are nearly 100 
sim ilar bills in the legislative hopper, many of them being con­ 
sidered by 11 House and nine Senate committees. 
Among these measures is that of California Senator George 
Murphy, the Consumer Food Protection Act of 1969, proto­ 
type of federal legislation sought by a rapidly growing body of 
consumbers across the nation to assure all buyers the right 
to purchase the food of their choice in the place of their choice, 
without being harassed and damaged by anti-consumer boycotts

and strikes. 
Senator Murphy’s bill would correct a long existing situa­ 
tion in agriculture that has made possible the current grape 
boycott, contrived by Cesar Chavez when his effort to coerce 
California grape pickers into his United Farm Workers’ Or­ 
ganizing Committee failed miserably. Because of the special 
nature of agriculture the usual management - labor proced­ 
ures cannot now be equitably applied. A strike at harvest time 
could destroy a crop, and a farm. The consumer would be 
denied the right to purchase that lost produce. 


The spectacular 
growth of the recently organized nation­ 
wide 
Consumers’ Rights Committee — with more than 20,000 
individuals and organizations representing every state in a de­ 
mand for new federal guidelines such as proposed in the Mur­ 
phy bill — is new and convincing evidence that when his rights 
are trampled on, like those “ grapes of wrath’’ of old, the con­ 
sumer speaks out in no uncertain terms.

Big news from steel 


Facts really don’t mean a thing when 
a person's mind is already made up. 


WASHINGTON — The news that count­ 
ed last week did not come out of Asia 
or Europe, not from any of the capitals 
on the Nixon grand tour. It came out of 
the board room of the corporation with 
more power than any other to set the 
pace of the economy. 
The United 
States Steel Corporation 
announced a 
price 
increase 
of nearly 5 
per 
cent on rolled 
steel, the product that 
goes into cars, refrig­ 
erators, 
all the hard 
goods in the affluent 
living standard. 
The 
timing 
of 
the an­ 
nouncement 
was 
al­ 
most 
as remarkable 
as 
what it 
said. 
Here was the President in foreign 
parts, 
moving in triumphal 
proces­ 
sion through capital after capital, plung­ 
ing into crowds in Djakarta and La­ 
hore as though his political 
future 
hung on the voters there. He had left 
home with a solemn 
exhortation 
to 
pass the surtax as a check rein on the 
inflationary spiral. 
This was the moment the executives of 
big steel chose to initiate a price 
in­ 
crease certain to be followed by every 
other producer. 
They are the President’s 
friends. 
They helped to put him in office, giv­ 
ing generously 
of their money to swell 
the swollen coffers of the Nixon cam­ 
paign fund. Yet at a critical 
point in 
the struggle 
against inflation, with a 
touch-and-go chance of restraining the 
price spiral, 
they delivered this blow. 
There can be no illusions about 
its 
consequences. The price increase will 
be passed along on autos, 
ash 
cans, 
roller skates, containers, 
every con­ 
ceivable 
product. 
It will not be 5 per 
cent but 10 and 12 and 15. For that is 
what happens when an increase 
in the 
basic stuff of steel is passed on. 
The Steel Corporation gave rising 
costs, particularly labor costs, as the 
reason for the jump. But this will fuel 
the demand for still higher wages on the 
big trade union contracts 
expire next 
year. Advance reports indicate the un­ 
ions in basic 
industries 
will not set­ 
tle for less than 10 or 12 per cent. 
If the Nixon Administration cannot per­ 
suade its friends in business to use re­ 
straint, it is hard to see how labor can be 
held back by words of caution. 
Between the Nixon team and the world 
of industry and finance a curious love- 
hate relationship is developing. The 
love goes back to the origins of Republi­ 
canism, the half-suppressed hate 
to 
the difficulties of trying to control an 
economy 
threatened with runaway in­ 
flation. A recent episode dramatically 
illustrates the ambivalence of the Nix­ 
on Washington to the power center in 
New York. 
The President was bound to ask Wil- 
liam 
McChesney Martin Jr. to stay on 
as chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the Federal Reserve System. For the 
financial community, Martin is the sym­ 
bol of stability and conservative fiscal- 
monetary management. He would stay in 
place in the first 
year of the new ad­ 
ministration as assurance that all would 
be well in that department. 
But at an off-the-record meeting with 
the top bankers in New York just before 
the stock market started down the big 
slide, 
Martin reversed 
his role: He 
excoriated the bankers. He accused them 
of lending money for speculation in the 
stock market and for financing conglom- 
merates and setting up their own hold­ 
ing companies to operate businesses 
with no connection with banking. And 
the record 8Vg per cent prime interest 
rate came in for his stern censure. 
You are inviting a panic and you may 
get one, said Martin in his role of 
scourge of the money changers. The 
bankers listened in stunned silence. 
As one of them put it later, “ you could 
Imagine 
that you 
were 
hearing not 
Bill Martin but his enemy and our en­ 
emy, 
Wright Patman 
(chairman of 
The House Banking and Currency Com­ 
mittee who has 
repeatedly tangled 
with Martin). 
Finally, two or three of those present 
roused themselves to deny the charges. 
They were not guilty of these crimes and 
misdemeanors. 
In the end, however, a younger bank 


president 
rose with a confession of 
general guilt. Why, he is reported to 
have said, should we lie to our friend? 
We have done these things and now we 
are being called upon to answer for 
them. 
Martin was not, of course, speaking 
for the Nixon Administration. But he 
was 
expressing, 
more frankly 
than 
anyone on the Nixon team has done thus 
far, the concern widely felt in Wash­ 
ington over dubious and inflationary 
practices on the part of the financial 
community. 
At his last session in the treasury 
with the bankers, Secretary David Ken­ 
nedy was more gentle in his exhorta­ 
tion. He pleaded with them not to let the 


prime rate go any higher than the rec­ 
ord 8*2 per cent. Don’t worry, he said 
at his closed meeting, about our firm­ 
ness. We will take unemployment as a 
means of curing inflation. 
As prices continued to rise and un­ 
employment, 
notable in the ghettos, 
inches up, the grim prospect is for 
both inflation and a jobless rate of 4 
per cent to 4*2 
per cent. Without con­ 
tinuance of the 10 per cent surtax on 
which the Nixon team put such heavy 
emphasis, 
inflation would conceivably 
be worse. But as a cure that unhappy 
analogy, a band 
aid on a cancer, has a 
familiar ring.
